Sen. Muskie made the statement in 
connection with the Watergate case. 
He said the most serious consequence 
of the Watergate affair is that the 
public’s confidence has been shaken in 
the political process. 
The Maine senator was here to speak 
at a State of Israel Bonds dinner. 
He said he would have to take 
President Nixon’s word on the 
Watergate case but he added the 
President “ did not tell us anything we 
did not know” in his recent television 
address to the nation on Watergate. 
“ I think the whole truth must come 
out,” said Muskie in an interview. “ I 
think it all must be told and there must 
be a thorough cleansing of the mat­ 
ter.” 
Speaking of reports of political 
sabotage of his own primary cam­ 
paign, Muskie said “ there is ample 
evidence now that things that looked 
like sabotage were sabotage.” 
About 50 persons picketed the 
downtown hotel where Muskie spoke at 
the Israeli bond dinner.

Industry Week estimated raw steel 
production last week at 2,997,000 tons.

The magazine said high production 
of steel and the accomjianying need for 
scrap, a raw material for steelmaking, 
pushed up scrap prices.

I H*r cent arc substantive measures that 
arc in the Ix'st interest of the people of 
Ohio,’’ he said. 
But an example of the one percent is 
a resolution during the last legislative 
session that called for resumption of 
the Ohio State-Notre Dame football 
series. Hie measure died. 
Mottl, an Irish alumnus, said Notre 
Dame came from behind to defeat the 
Buckeyes, 18-13, in their last game in 
1935. He called it the “ greatest game of 
the century," adding the rivalry is 
worth renewing.

A New York City real estate 
man contends that suburbs and 
suburban 
living 
have com­ 
paratively little to otter the 
man of today. He believes that 
only in cities can men reach 
their greatest possible cultural 
potential. 
Crowded metropolitan living 
he extols as making for endless 
contacts and a steady exchange 
of ideas. It makes possible the 
speedy firsthand meetings vital 
to business and the arts. 
Concentration of people in 
cities is accompanied by ac­ 
cumulation of wealth that can 
provide the market for goods 
and services, finance needed 
public improvements, support 


worthy causes. 
Hut there are drawbacks to 
be found among the advantages 
any city offers. Men living 
close together in cities are cut 
off from nature. The same men 
who like to be together also 
yearn for the open spaces. 
Occasional expeditions to the 
country do little to satisfy this 
longing for many, if indeed 
they do not whet the taste for 
more. 
Suburban 
life 
offers 
a 
compromise solution. Men who 
work in the city return each 
night from a work a day world 
to enjoy the benefits of the 
country. This ebb and flow 
between 
city 
and 
suburb 


creates a problem lor virtually 
every American metropolitan 
community today, regardless 
of anything that can be said in 
praise of the city. So far no 
adequate 
answer 
has 
been 
found for it. 


Cities may offer man his 
greatest satisfactions. 
But 
many men today are not willing 
to pay the full price necessary 
lo take advantage of the op­ 


portunities there. This may be 
an oversimplification, but it 
cannot be far wrong to say that 
the survival of the modern city 
depends on its capacity to meet 
the 
demands 
of 
modern 
society. 


Wanted: Positive Policy 


One 
the many casualties of the 
Watergate scandal is that it has di­ 
verted attention from the more impor- 
tant ponderable problems that affect 
our future. 
The President's rather perfunctory 
energy message, for example, went 
unchallenged as tile whodunit of the 
bugging controversy unfolded. Hut ten 
years lienee the names of McCord, 
biddy. Dean et a1, will I m* mere foot­ 
notes in the history books. On the other 
hand, our population may I m* clamor­ 
ing for light, heat and mobility even as 
they grouse about eating polluted 
clams and breathing carbon monoxuk* 
fumes in the 5:30 rush for the city 
exits. 
The clash id newts suggests tile ir­ 
resistible force and the immovable 
object. Mr. Nixon’s message did little 
to project an energy policy that will 
dissipate the atmosphere of dilemma 
and conundrum in which we now live 
every time we turn on a light switch, 
step on an accelerator or eat an oyster. 
The ecologists are busy with their 
stop signals. We mustn’t drill for off­ 
shore oil lest storm or the shifting of an 
"unstable” bottom create oil seepage. 
We must think of the caribou on the 
Alaskan tundra. We must give up tlx* 
idea of deep water ports for jumbo 
tankers: collisions at sea within 
coastal waters are all too predictable. 
We must beware of commitment to 
atomic energy plants, for the problem 
of dis| losing of an ever-mounting 
volume of radioactive wastes is bound 
to be insoluble. As for coal, we can’t 
stand tlx* disfigurement of the land- 
sra|x* by stri|) mining. 
What the ecologists have to say can­ 
not be dismissed. I have been reading 
Jeffrey Potter’s dramatic “ Disaster 
by O il" I Macmillan I and have been 
pro|x*rly depressed by his accounts of 
what happened to I leaches and marine 
life when the Torrey Canyon went to 
pieces off Britain's Molly Isles and 
when the Ocean Bagle broke up iii 
Puerto Kico'sSan Juan ( ’hun rid. 
What Mr. Potter has to say alxiut 
lesser seepage from tankers and from 
offshore oil rigs is no less disheart­ 
ening. 
I live in tin* Northeastern 
quadrant of the U S , and I would hate 
to see w hat happened to the Santa Bar­ 
bara beaches ii i California repeated on 
Cajx* Cod and Ding Island. Mr. Potter

But fears are one thing, and neces-

sities arc another, lf the U S. is to grow 
increasingly (^pendent on the Arab 


( ountries for oil (a 30-billion-dollar dis­ 
crepancy in our balance of payments is 
predicted in some quarters by 1980), 
we must tackle the ecologists head-on. 
We shall need all the domestic oil we 
< an get even though we continue to run 
perplexing environmental risks. 
What we need is a vigorous and sus­ 
tained attack on problems of safety. To 
give Mr Potter his due, lx* is not one of 
the hand-wringing ecological breed. 
He agrees with Dr. Edward Teller that 
every |umbo tanker that sails tlx* 
Seven Seas is more of a menace tlian 
an offshore drilling rig. This being 
true, why isn't more effort being made 
to bring Alaskan oil from the North 
Slope to our Midwestern markets by 
way of a trans-Canada pipeline? The 
initial cost of building such a pipeline 
would be more tlian the cost of carry­ 
ing the oil across Alaska to the North 
Pacific |iort of Valdez. But if we had 
the Canadian pipeline we would not 
have to build 40 vulnerable tinkers to 
carry the oil from Alaskan waters to 
Seattle and San Francisco. 
A big hazard would be overcome by 
a construction treaty signed by tlx* 


U S. in Ottawa. As for worry alxiut 
Canada “ controlling’* our supply, 
aren’t Canadians more amenable than 
a group of Arab countries that are so 
enraged by the existence of Israel that 
they t an think (inly of an Armageddon- 
type revenge? 


Mr Potter has other suggestions. We 
could have better tanker captains: 
many of them, lie says, are insuf­ 
ficiently disciplined in their habits. 
Wine at the captain's bible may tx* 
harmless during most voyages, but not 
in an emergency when it is a matter of 
stopping a jumbo ship within a four- 
mile seaway limit. Tankers might tx* 
constructed with detachable bunker 
units, which could be floated off in case 
of mishap. And collapsible bags, de­ 
liverable by helicopter, might tx* used 
to collect oil from a damaged ship 
Ix*fore it has all been spilled into tlx* 
sea 


In short, we need a positive energy

Dear Editor: 
In aaswer to a letter to the editor 
written by Melvin Dresbach: 
I t(X) am wondering what the Mayors 
Committee (this is not a citizens 
committee) is doing alxiut the sewage 
rates. 
I’m on the committee. 
Our meetings (two) have been few 
and far between. At our last meeting 
over two weeks ago we did agree to 
request some revision of the figures 
from the engineering company that 
made the rate study. 
As far as I know we haven’t heard 
from them. We were supposed to get 
these new figures and present them to 
city council. I imagine getting the 
figures will be easy compared to 
getting members of council to admit 
they could have been wrong. 
The figures questioned concerned 
the possible elimination or post- 
fxmement of money for a new trunk line 
to run from Ted I/ewis Park along 
Hargus Creek to the east end of town. 
This is not a part of the sewage plant 
however it appears that we are 
Ixirrowing $902,000 for this work and 
the people of Circleville are paying it 
liack for the next 25 years. This ac­ 
tually amounts to another loan in 
addition to the $1.1 million we are 
Ixirrowing on the sewage plant. 
If the new rates remain you are 
going to be flaying on loans of 2 million 
dollars instead of just the one loan you 
were told about. For some reason this 
work and the loan figure were not 
mentioned during the question and 
answer sessions of council. In fact the 
engineering company doesn’t refer to 
it as a loan on their tables. 
Our second question concerned the 
possibility of reducing the amount of 
surplus money that these new rates 
are supposed to produce. According to 
the engineering study, by the time this 
plant goes into operation in 1976 there 
will lx* $90,000 in a depreciation 
reserve fund, $800,000 in an account 
called SU RPLU S and $240,000 for the 
rx'w trunk line which I mentioned. This 
amounts to $680,000 that could possibly 
lx* called surplus. This is one heck of a 
surplus when we consider that we have 
!x*en told that we have been operating 
$20,(HK) in the red for a number of 
years. And this is a heck of a surplus 
for us to pay on our sewage bills. 
I agree with you Melvin, something 
needs further deaning. 
And Mr. Editor I feel that if you are 
concerned with a public service, you 
should have by now questioned the 
developments by this committee. And 
further you should have questioned the 
figures I have mentioned. 
lf anybody would like to see a copy of 
the engineering study that shows these 
figures, please let me know. I will get 
one to you. This includes city coun­ 
cilmen. I bilked to one councilman, 
showed him the rate study, and he 
stated that Im* had never seen the study 
Ix'fore.

Speaking Of Your Health

The slightest bruise to my legs or 
arms shows up with black and blue 
marks that I am constantly having to 
explain. 
Besides being embarrassed, I won­ 
der if there is something wrong with 
my blood vessels. 
I am 20 years old, and otherwise in 
|x*rfect health.

Dear Miss Y.: 
The black-and-blue marks are 
known as "ecchymoses.” They are the 
result, of a break in a tiny blood vessel. 
Tile blood oozes out into the tissue 
beneath the skin and is particularly 
apparent in fair-haired people with 
light, translucent skin. 
Some people have blood vessels that 
are especially vulnerable. The walls of 
the blood vessels break easily and the 
slightest 
pressure 
or 
injury 
is 
responsible. 
For others, the tendency to bleed as 
you do may accompany the prolonged 
ase of drugs that contain aspirin. Other 
drugs, too, may be responsible for a 
bleeding tendency. 
Sometimes there is a deficiency of 
one of the blood components, the 
"platelets," which play an important 
role in the clotting mechanism. A com­ 
plete blood study can show the possible 
presence of this or other bleeding ten­ 
dencies, and suggest specific treat­ 
ment. 
In most instances, conditions such as 
yours have no great medical signifi­ 
cance and should not cause great con­ 
cern. 


Dear Mrs. V.: 
Very recently, the term “ intestinal 
stroke" came to my attention for the 
very first time in an excellent article in 
a physicians’ journal. 
Dr. R. C. Harrison, of the University 
of British Columbia, described this 
condition. 
Just as blood vessels that flow to the 
!>rain or to the heart may be closed by 
arteriosclerosis, so can blood vessels 
that go to different parts of the intes­ 
tines. 
Blood vessels can be blocked or 
broken, and therefore interfere with 
the normal flow of oxygen-containing 
blood. 
Dr. Harrison uses the term "intes­ 
tinal stroke." This has great validity 
and should have more and more im- 
fxirtance in the diagnosis of difficult 
intestinal problems 


Have you ever heard the term “ in­ 
testinal stroke” used to describe a sud­ 
den attack of bowel obstruction? 
My brother, who was in perfect 
lx*alth, developed this condition and 
needed an emergency operation.

Is leprosy a venereal disease?

Dear R.: 
leprosy is not a venereal disease. It 
is in no way related to gonorrhea or 
syphilis. 


leprosy,now often called “ Hansen’s 
Disease," is an infectious disease 
caased by a special bacillus, or germ, 
closely related to the one that causes 
tuberculosis. 


There are a number of different 
forms of leprosy. The condition exists 
mostly in tropical and sub-tropical 
areas. It s comparatively rare in the 
United States or in northern climates. 


Vaccination against leprosy is being 
studied. A number of drugs are being 
ased with promising results for those 
people who are planning to live in trop­ 
ical climates. Intensive treatment with 
various drugs is now effective in many 
cases of leprosy.

Weekend Crashes Claim 12 Lives 


While constituting only six per cent 
of the world’s population, Americans 
devour one-third of the world’s global 
energy production. At this rate, unless 
we expand our own fuel production, 
explore new energy sources and curb 
our energy wasting ways, America is 
literally going to run out of gas in the 
not too distant future. 
In fact, by 1985, experts predict that 
if this trend in American energy con­ 
sumption continues, the U.S. would 
have to import from 50 to 60 per cent of 
our total oil supplies and nearly half of 
these imports would have to come 
from the highly volatile Mid-East. 


The situation is indeed very serious. 
Because the energy issue involves not 
only fuel supplies but also the econ­ 
omy, the environment and foreign 
relations, it is highly complicated as 
well. President Nixon’s recent energy 
message to Congress, taking many of 
these matters into account, marks the 
beginning of what must be a concerted 
effort to avert an energy crisis in 
America. 


One of the President’s first steps was 
to end the 14-year-old oil import quota 
system. In the past, such quotas were 
an effective method of protecting our 
own oil industry from low-cost foreign 
imports when the U.S. was producing 
more oil than it consumed. Since 1970, 
however, we have consumed more oil 
each year than we can produce domes­ 
tically. Under these circumstances, 
the quota system has proven to be 
more of a hindrance than a help. For 
example, it has caused an uncertainty 
over supplies of crude oil from abroad, 
and this uncertainty is a prime reason 
why our domestic industry has not 
built enough new oil refineries. Inade­ 
quate domestic refinery capacity is 
largely responsible for present fuel-oil 
and gasoline shortages in America. 


To keep foreign oil prices above U.S. 
levels, however, the President has set 
up a new fee system for importers. It is 
designed to encourage the U.S. oil 
industry to explore for new sources of 
domestic oil and to prevent the nation 
from becoming dangerously depend­ 
ent on foreign suppliers. 


In addition, the President has or­ 
dered the 
Interior 
Department to 
make plans to triple the acreage 
leased for oil and gas drilling off the 
Gulf and Pacific coasts. He also or­ 
dered the Council on Environmental 
Quality to begin a one-year study of the 
environmental effects of oil explora­ 
tions in the Gulf of Alaska and along 
the Atlantic coast, two regions where 
as much as SO per cent of the U.S sup­ 
plies of oil and gas might lie. 


All of these Presidential actions are 
designed as short-term measures to 
encourage domestic fuel production. 
Many of his other proposals will have 
to receive Congressional approval, 
such as lifting the Federal regulations 
on natural gas prices. It is claimed 
these regulations have held 
down 
natural gas prices, thereby increasing 
demand while decreasing incentives 
for explorations for new reserves and 
leading to present gas shortages. I find 
this a little difficult to believe, how­ 
ever. 


According to the President, Con­ 
gress must also consider investment 
credits for oil and gas companies to en­ 
courage more explorations; clear the 
way for construction of the Alaskan 
pipeline; define environmental rules 
for strip mining so that more coal can 
be produced; streamline licensing pro­ 
cedures for nuclear power plants; and 
allow the licensing for construction of 
huge off-shore ports for supertankers 
which cannot be accommodated at 
existing U.S. ports. 


Some of these proposals will un­ 
doubtedly face an uphill battle in Con-

governments and more than a dozen 
diplomats are in danger of having their 
telephone service cut off because of 
unpaid bills, U.S. officials warned 
today. 
And New Yorkers “ are up in arms 
over 
undisciplined and 
dangerous 
parking practices” such as leaving 
diplomatic cars at fireplugs, a U.S. 
report to tlx' U.N. Committee on Host 
Country Relations said. It disclosed 
that, starting June I, it will be harder 
for U.N. diplomats to get their parking 
tickets fixed. 
This w as the second time in less than 
a year that the United States has 
complained formally to the committee 
about the conduct of certain U.N. 
diplomats and missions. Out of 
diplomatic courtesy, 
however, tho 
offenders were not named. 
A U.S. complaint to the committee 
last June stressed unreasonably large 
imports of tax-exempt liquor and ciga­ 
rettes by U.N. missions and diplomats. 
The implication was that tin' goods 
were being resold.

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Legislative Report

The House of Representatives this 
week passee! Ohio’s first compre­ 
hensive code of ethics for Ohio’s elect­ 
ed and appointed public officials. 


The measure, which had previously 
passed the State Government Commit­ 
tee unanimously, was carried by the 
full House 91-6. It now goes to the 
Senate for their consideration. 


The bill requires every person run­ 
ning for, or holding public office, from 
U.S. Senator to local school board, to 
disclose sources of income over $500 a 
year; any investment the public offi­ 
cial may have over $1,000 in Ohio com­ 
panies; all property except home; all 
gifts received valued at $500 or higher; 
and, the names of all persons owing 
him $1,000 or to whom Im* owes at least 


$1,000. 
According to the bill these same dis­ 
closures must Im* made by any appoint­ 
ed public official who it is determined 
is in a policy-making position, such as 
a city manager or purchasing agent. 
Besides requiring financial disclos­ 
ure, the legislation also (k*fines what 
constitutes a conflict of interest for 
public officials and 
sets criminal 
[M'nalties up to six months in jail and 
$1,000 in fines for violations of the code 
of ethics. 
The bill also creates a six-member 
Ethics Commission appointed by the 
(lovernor and comprised of 3 members 
of both major political parties. The 
Commission will have the flower to 
suggest ethics legislation to public offi­ 
cials and to investigate any charges of 
wrong doing by officials at all levels of 


Ohio’s government. Findings of im­ 
propriety by tin* Commission would lie 
turned over to prosecutors for criminal 
action. 
The proposal will now be considered 
by the Senate. 


Executive orders creating ll state 
service districts and 15 locally-con­ 
trolled planning regions were issued 
this week by Governor Gilligan. The ll 
service districts will replace 407 dis­ 
tricts that are currently used by state 
agencies to plan and channel services 
to the local level. The new districts are 
designed to coordinate local, state, and 
federal efforts in Ohio and to make 
state services easier for local officials 
and the people they serve. 
The 15 multi-county planning regions 
will give local communities the oppor­ 
tunity 
to develop 
and 
implement 
regional solutions to such needs as 
housing, law enforcement, transporta­ 
tion, and pollution control. They will 
also enable all counties to meet re­ 
quirements for federal grant pro­ 
grams that require area-wide plan­ 
ning. 
Hie cost to the state to implement 
this program 
is estimated 
at 
$1 
million. 
However, 
this 
investment 
should be matched with $2 million by 
the federal government.

A few days later, the coat was stolen 
from the closet. The store denied any 
responsibility 
for

loss,

Phyllis 
unconvinced- took the 
matter to court. 
At the hearing, the company said it 
had never guaranteed its employees 
against theft. But it seems the closet 
had neither lock nor guard. Finding a 
lack of reasonable care, the court said 
the company would have to make good 
the loss. 
It is common for employees to 
(k’jiosit clothing and other personal 
^longings in company facilities while 
at work. 
As a rule, the company must provide 
reasonable safekeeping if 
as in 
Phyllis’ case 
the employee has been 
instructed to put the article in a par­ 
ticular 
place. 
This 
creates 
a 
“bailment” relationship, with a legal 
duty imjiosed on the company as tin* 
“bailee.” 
But the duty is not unlimited. In 
another case, also involving a stolen 
coat, the clothes closet was within a 
locked enclosure to which only em­ 
ployees had access. A court ruled that 
the company had made a reasonable 
effort to prevent theft, hence could not 
Im* held liable. 
Of course, some responsibility rests 
upon 
the 
employee 
as 
well. 
A 
toolmaker who owned bis own tools 
often left them overnight on his work 
bench. Right above the bench was a 
broken skylight. One night a thief 
climbed in through tin* skylight and 
decamped with the tools. 
Gould the company be blamed for

skylight? A court said no, baeause the 
toolmaker himself was aware of the 
danger. By leaving his tools in such an 
accessible place, said the judge, Ik* 
had “assumed the risk” of their tieing 
stolen.

COLUMBUS, Ohio I A P)— (iov. John 
J. Gilligan held out hopes Sunday that 
a Senate committee will reconsider 
this week the vote by which it rejected 
the federal equal rights amendment 
for women. 
Gilligan, speaking to the Associated 
Press Society of Ohio, indicated the 
motion would be made. He said he had 
talked to several committee members 
but didn t believe KHA had the votes to 
get to the floor.

The governor said the Watergate 
scandals on the national level and 
apparent wrong-doing among persons 
in his own adminitration underscored 
the need for ethics legislation. 
“ I think it is evident we have people 
in public office who cannot distinguish 
what is ethical conduct and what it 
unethical,” Gilligan said.

speak with some authority of 
lx)th groups. 
“There is a feeling 
the 
church structure is so closed 
and rigid and not flexible 
enough to really 
involve 
people, but my experience 
has proved otherwise,” she 
said. 
“ It just comes down to the 
person. 
It’s 
a 
matter 
of 
getting 
in 
there 
and 
working.” 
Of Indians, she said that 
they have been told what 
policies are going to he by the 
lYesbyterian church for a 
long tim e by reservation 
missionaries, hut now 
it’s 
changing. 
“ It really bothers me—the 
Indians complain, hut they 
don’t always want to get 
involved at the synod level 
where decisions are made. I 
don’t see howr 
they 
can 
complain if they’re not in­ 
volved—they’re at fault 
it 
they allow it to continue.” 
And of women, she says, 
“It ’s difficult to get women 
involved at the decision­ 
making level. They tend to 
restrict 
themselves 
to 
traditional women’s church 
work. And I ’m not just talking 
about lYesbyterian women.” 
Mrs. Davis didn’t find it all 
that easy to get involved at 
the synod 
executive 
level 
herself. 
“ When 
the 
call 
came 
asking if thi'y could put my 
name up for the moderator- 
elect spot, I 
wasn’t sure. 
Every now and then I still 
have cold feet about it and 
wonder if I should have said 
no. 
“ But 
my 
husband 
said, 
‘You’ve been stressing 
in­ 
volvement for Indians and 
women. If you back out now, 
you’re not practicing what 
you’re preaching.’ 
“ I replied that it was up to 
him, that if I got involved, 
there’d he a lot of sacrificing 
on lx)th sides. And it was a 
brand new synod, and so big, 
I was sure I wouldn’t he 
elected. 
Often 
ordained 
ministers fill this position but 
it's amazing this year. Many 
more laymen were elected to 
positions.” 
Outgoing and friendly, the 
church 
leader smiles 
and 
says she was surprised to he 
elected general chairman of 
the synod ministerial com­ 
mittee, the committee that 
works with budgets and does 
the ministerial hiring and 
firing. 
She’s 
taken 
some 
good­ 
natured teasing about that as 
to how popular she’s going to 
lx' with the ministers. 


Whatever her duties and 
wherever they take her, the 
family is first. 
“We have our children such 
a short tim e,” she said, "and 
I wouldn’t he able to do this 
job 
without 
the 
whole 
family’s cooperation.” 
Her husband, Roger, has 
long been 
active in 
the 
church, hut not so much now : 
“We can’t have two in the 
family so active.”

graduate of 
the 
University of Arizona, Davis 
is director of the resources 
division for the Navaho tribe 
and 
is the soh of retired 
reservation missionaries. 
Mrs. 
Davis, 
horn 
to 
Presbyterian parents at Tuba 
(Tty, 
Ariz., 
went to 
high 
school at the Ganado Mission 
and 
Flagstaff, attended 
College at Northern Arizona 
University. 
She anil her husband moved 
to Window Roc k in 1954. Their 
oldest child, Tony, is a senior 
at NAU in Flagstaff. They are 
also the parents of 
two 
daughters, Grace, 14, and 
Charlene, 
IO, and 
another 
son, Roger II, a first grader. 
Young people in the church 
are one of the moderator- 
elect’s greatest concerns. 
Speaking of her personal 
faith and her concern for faith 
in families, she said, “ It may 
tx? going too far to say the 
church-oriented family is the
